Talian 
wile from Mecha , nor poore becauſcit is{o po- 
pulous, for the reſort of ſo many thouſand 
ſtrangers that come hither ro view therombe 
of Mahomet , in which(asI my ſelfe was ) they 
arc all decciucd : for although he was borne 
heere, and hath CharaFered with his Fame one 
of the gloriouſeſt tories in the world, yet was 
he not buried hecre, but by a ſtrangepolicic 
tranſlared ouer a great deſert, ro Medina Tajhabi, 
where at this hower is both his Temple and 
his Sepulcher ; by the way you come to the 
pretty towne of Tacine:8& howlſocucr any man

Concerning the iſion about the 20. of Seppong 
ber,there happened ſogreata tempeſt, that there 
Wasas it wereaſencible darkneſſe about mid- 
night, fo fearefullathunder, thatthoſe, which 
wereallecpe werea wakenedattheſame, and 
thoſe which were awake,beſides themſelues:ar 
laſt a voice like lightning madea ſtrange rup- 
rure,and with Significant Arabian Charafters {o 0- 
pened the thickecloudes, and diſpelledthe ya- 
powres that wich a kinde of ſtench, 8&1uffoca- 
ting \mokethedarknes departed, & the people 
heard,and thereſt read it to this purpole , Owby 
will yee beleene in lies ? For when the ſ[torme was 
appecaſcd, and tharthe ſerene element preſen- 
ted herſelfe ro their veiwe, they might caſily 
read theſe words in the firmament. Sometwo 
howres after betweeneto and three inthe mor- 
ningzthere appeareda woman all in white com- 
pafled with the beames ofthe Sunne, hercounte- 
nance wasamiable and cheerefull, and the held 
in herhand a written booke : ſhe had no ſoo- 
ner mounted out of the North weſt and by Weſt, 
ro her full height and radiance, bur round a- 
bout the Eaſt, and Scwth many armics of Turkes,

hangs ſuch a coffin:For 3000.lampes continu- 


ally, night and day make a moſt refplendant

ſhow about the galleries, but yet howthe cof- 
fin is faſtned, doe not diſcouer :; onely my bro- 
ther and I learnt thus much, that the coffin is 
indeede moſt cunningly mortiſed into the 
roofc,and hath nothing in it, bur che firſt 4/- 
cberon originally writ by Sergivs a monck, of 
the firſt order thateuer was, which contracted 
with him ; who liued to ſecthepeopleappre- 
hend,that the Angells had drawne him to hea- 
uen, and kept his monument with their conti- 
nuall guard about it: The monck indecd bu- 
ricd the body iuft vnder the place, and liued ſo 
long, that heſaw thispofition of thei ligion 
ratctied, that it was Capital! for any man to dil- 

ute of the veritic of the ſtoric : 

The ancient pilgrimsI meane Turks of Maho- 
mets race, who after they hauc viſited this place 
neuer cut their haire , were much exanima- 
ted, and ſo exaſperated at this accident, that 
they wrecked their anger vpon the poore 
Prieſt, who, for his-plaine dealing paidg, 
for all. ; :

- ncuer but three true religions ,- eucry oneof 
whichhad three principal Prophets : 

Firſt God choſc the Trves , and wrought 
wonders for them in pipe, and Candan vnder 
thecondudt of that ſame Prophet Moiſes ; who 
preſcribedthem a law, which had both blef- 
ings and curſings , whercin queſtionleſſe, if 
they had held the beameof integrity vp aright, 
no doubt he would haue binas an inpregnable 
wall of braſſe aboutthem, and terrified their 
enemies with an hedgeof fier ; as they vic a- 
oainſt beaſts in the wildernefle : bur when 
ncither promiſes northreatnings, bleſſings nor 
iudgements, proſperity , nor aducrſity , could 
keepethelepeopleclole to their maker , bur 
they proucd obſtinate and rebellious, yea ſuch 
refratary delinquents , thar they deniedtheir 
God, and committed Idolatricin deſpight,and 
made their ſonns goethrough the [Np an Cxs 
orbitant deuice of Fi Denil :then God not on- 


ly

ly gauethem ouer to diucrs captiuities, butar . 
laſt extirped them and diſſipated them ouer 
the carth, like chafte before the winde, ſo that 
by lamentable experichce we ſce, they haue 
now ncither King, nor Preeſt, nor law, nor 
kingdome,norgoucrnment,nor city, norany 
countrey of their owne;notwithſtanding God 
would nor be vnfurniſhed of ſeruitors,bur pre- 
{cntly raiſed a new Prophet who taught thereli- 
ion of (briflianity , and whichis a wonder to 
relate: For all they crucified this good man, & 
condemned him for a deceiuer ofthe people, 
neither taken with rhe picty of his life , nor ap- 
prehending the greatnefle of his miracles, nei- | 
ther wondring at his perſon', nor admitting of 
his dotrine, yctafter he was dead the very rc» 
ort of a few Giher men , madcthat impreſſion 
into the harts of the people, thatthe mighticſt 
Emperors and kings ofthe world, waited their bo- 
mers to his very title , and laiedthcir crownes 
downe, to be commanded by his miniſters ; 
Butitſhould ſceme they grew as corruptas the 
Tewes , falling into a maine deviſion of their 
(hurch , with the diſtinQtion of Eaſt and weſt: 
erecting moſt groſely Holarry againe, with ſet- 
ting vp of images, and anombcr of moſt gew- 
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© fgaw foppiſh ceremonies, beſides corruption of 


life and perſonall falts in many impious brea- 
ches of Lon law, ſo that God was weary of 
them to, and notonly ſent diviſions amengſt 
them , but forſooke them in the mid(t of their 
violent race to gormandize and caſe, laſhing 
their ſides with the whipps of forrainepeople, 
and diſpoſleſling them of their chiefelt citics 
Teruſalem and Conſtantinople to the contriſtation 
of their hearts, and irrecouerable vexation of 
their ſoules : yet ſtill is God the gouernour of 


the world, and prouides himſclfe of another 


Prophet and people, railing our great Mabomer, 
& giuing way to our nation to open the ſtore. 


houſe of his wonders to all the world, and to 


holdthe victorie of many nations the {tronger 
vnto vs,with an vavanquiſhablearme, ſo thar 
no doubt wefſhall thriue witha perpetuitie, if 
wecan ſeruethisGodaright,and take warning 
by the relapſeofothers,norto degenerate from 
the people of God indeede, but obſcruc them 
with the ſame faith and ruſt , as they are com- 
mitted vnto: ys. ButalasItrembleto ſpeaker,

he had paſſed quite through Moſdania,certaine 
Lanifarics fer vpon him, and not onely rooke 
away his gold, but bereaucd him of hus life.
